St. Petersburg, Aug 28—Extraor- 


dinary measures have been taken to 
preserve order in the empire. The 
situation owing to the wholesale as- 
sassinations of prominent officials at 
various places, is acknowledged to be 
of the gravest character and strong 
patrols are found everywhere. Per- 
sistent rumors are afloat today that 
martial law will be proclaimed, al- 
though the council of ministers has 
definitely declined to adopt the prop- 
osition for dictatorship.

They insist Jews are responsi- 


ble for his murder. 
All efforts to 


apprehend the man who fired the fa- 
tal shots have proved futile. In the 
Jewish quarter the greatest, .alarm 
prevails. 


Many Jews have already fled from 


the city. Tearing the wrath of the sol- 
dier will be visite.d upon them and 
others are preparing to fly. (Those 
who remain have banded themselves 
together for protection and are pre- 
pared to sell their lives dearly.

This law is 
to be enforced by the federal inter- 
state commerce commission. 


It was stated by the interstate com- 


merce commission that not a. single 
company was able to fully comply 
with the provisions requiring them to 
have all their schedules on file by 
midnight. The schedule of switching 
charges was the most difficult of com- 
pletion. 


It is understood" the commission 


will give additional time in every case 
when a road has given evidence of 
sincere intent to comply with the law. 
To discuss this and other points, a 
committee representing big eastern 
railroads will go to Washington to 
meet the commission. This confer- 
ence will be attended by representa- 
tives of the anthracite coal roads, who 
are anxious to obtain a ruling on that 
section of the law which prohibits a 
railroad from carrying from one state 
to another state any article manufac- 
tured, mined or produced by it except 
for its own use. 


The law reoxiires railroads to file 


with the commission . all their tariffs 
and charges, showing not only the 
full cost of transportation from point 
to point, but also what items go to 
make up the cost. From now on 
there can be no "extras," but the ship- 
per is expected to be >able to obtain

Moderate Wing of the Revolutionists 


Renounces Attacks on Premier Sto- 
lypin—Girl Who Killed General Win 
Kept Herself Beyond the Surveil- 
lance of Police. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 28.—To deums 


were sung in many cities for Premier 
Stolypin's escape from assassination. 
The premier received many telegrams 
of sympathy, but it is noticeable that 
these are from municipalities, bouises 
and other official or semi-official or- 
ganizations, and that the general pub- 
lic is not represented. M. Stolypin's 
daughter Is still alive, but highly ner- 
vous from shock. 


The supposition that the slayer of 


General Min was the "servant" of the 
party concerned in the Stolypin at- 
tempt was disproved, investigation 
showing that the woman lived under 
a false name with a peasant family in 
the village of Lusina since Aug. 16. 
The extraordinary police surveillance 
at Peterhof did not extend to Lusina 
and she escaped notice. She was 
brought to St. Petersburg in irons. 


There is some dissension among 


social revolutionists over the decision 
to wage a war of terrorism against 
all officials, as is manifested in a 
proclamation by the moderate wing of 
the party, washing its hands of the 
attempt on the life of Premier Stoly- 
pin, which is attributed to the "flying 
group," young members of the party. 


In spite of the menace by terror- 


ists against those high in authority, 
as evinced by the slaying of the act- 
ing governor, General Von Liarliarski, 
at Warsaw, Emperor Nicholas and the 
empress quitted the palace at Peter- 
hof to attend a funeral mass over the 
body of General Min in the Peterhof 
camp. Precautions for protecting the 
imperial family were adequate, and 
they returned to the palace without 
incident. Several grand dukes and 
delegations from regiments in the St. 
Petersburg district were present.

Hamilton Lewis, corporation counsel 
of Chicago, took the necessary stejps 
fpr. an appeal to United States circuit

he was sentenced to 60 days in jail 
for alleged violation of an injunction 
issued by Judge Humphrey in Unit- 
ed States court for the southern dis- 
trict of Illinois restraining any one 
from interfering with the operation of 
the Alton waterworks by the Farmers' 
Loan and Trust company, whose 
mortgage on the property was de- 
clared a prior claim. Lewis purged 
himself of contempt by withdrawing 
the suit.

Form a Union Affiliated With the Fed* 


eration of Labor. 


Chicago, Aug. 28.—Representative 


postoffice clerks from six cities met 
here and formed a national union un- 
der the auspices of the American 
Federation of Labor. The organiza- 
tion, which will be known as the Na- 
tional Federation of Pbstofflce Clerks, 
is the first national labor union in the 
United States to be composed exclu- 
sively of government employes. Dele- 
gates were present from Milwaukee, 
Louisville, Nashville, Salt Lake City, 
San Francisco and Chicago. Several 
other cities, it is said, will be repre- 
sented in the movement as soon as it 
is fairly launched. All of the branches 
that sent delegates to the convention 
are chartered by the American Fed- 
eration of Labor as local unions, and 
the movement to start the national 
federation is said to have the ap- 
proval of Samuel Gompers and his 
associates in the executive council.

ton. The object of the federation is 
said to be to seek the adjustment of 
grievances by having the American 
Federation of Labor stand sponsor

Steel Work Will Be Hoist- 


|, X<w That New Steam Boiler 


Has Arrived. 


The Newark Trust company's new 


building is being erected with preci- 
sion and caie, and now that a part ot 
the steel framework of the sixth story 
of the structure has been placed some 
idea can be obtained of the appear- 
ance, or at least the height, of 
the 


new building when completed, whea 
it will be but 30 feet lower than the 
lop of the weather vane on the court 
house, or in other 
words, 118 feet 


horn the street line 


The placing ot the steel fiame wor* 


up to this point lias been to some ex- 
tent "delayed owing to the fact that 
the steam boiler for hoisting the im- 
mense girders into place had not ar- 
rived. 
It came, however, 
Tuesday, 


and the remainder of the steel work 
will be^ hoisted into place, beginning1 
Wednesday. The first three stories, 
including the floor to be occupied by 
the Trust company, and the one above 
it, have already been faced with terra 
cotta and the six stories above will 
be faced with pressed brick, the in- 
terior being lined with fire proof, 
hollow tile 
from the 
Haydenville 


mines. All of the steel pillars on the 
inside will be sui rounded with tbis 
material, ircasing the steam and gas 
pipes and electric wires in fire proof- 
ing. 
Even the furniture in the of- 


flces of the company 
on 
the first 


floor will be of material which, is fire 
proof. 
The floors of the structure 


are of a design known as "reinforced" 
flooring, composed 
of heavy 
wire 


mesh and steel rods interwoven. 


.The main entrance and the interior 


of the first floor is designed to be es- 
pecially beautiful and impressive, the 
entire space to be treated in marble 
wainscoting, and trcnze finished fix- 
tures.
